The prison ers were han d cuffed to 
d eputy sheriffs who carried n o weap­ 
on s, so os to preven t the prison ers 
from m akin g an y attem pt to obtain 
weapon s from their escorts. 
Sheriff P ritchard explain ed th a t he 
had received n o word of an y lmi>« n u- 
irtr attem pts to rescue B irger an d his 
steps were taken m erely as a precau­ 
tion

FOR EQUAL RIGHTS 


The national w om an ’s party has been holding a conven­ 
tion in Colorado Springs. 
The particular task this party has 
cut out for itself is removal from statutes of all sections, 
words and phrases that indicate that there is any difference 
between man and woman in the eyes of the law. 
I hese 
women are a bit hardboiled about it. 
I hoy would rid the 
statutes of provisions that discriminate in their favor along 
with those that discriminate against them. 
The worst of their crusade is that they w ant another con­ 
stitutional amendment just at a time when there is some re ­ 
action against such procedure, as evidenced in the wallop 
given the child labor proposal. 
In the various states the laws pertaining to women and 
their rights and privileges vary according to the ages of the 
commonwealths and their constitutions and 
early enact­ 
ments. 
In the oldest states, the law was likely to show that 
the man was the head of the family, and this thread might 
be seen throughout the fabric, particularly with reference 
to property. 
Newer states gave the wife more pronounced 
rights in relation to the accumulations of the family or up­ 
on death of the husband. 
Then we came upon the age of much lawmaking, regu ­ 
lating everybody and everything. 
Wo limited the working 
day of woman and sought to throw about them various s a f e ­ 
guards. 
Further limitation now is sought in this and other 
Rtates, so that women can not work more than eight hours 
in twenty-four. 
Throughout the advocacy of these laws shortening the 
hours of women’s labor, it has been evident that it is labor 
legislation and not women’s legislation. 
T h a t does not alter 
the merits of the proposals, whatever they are, it only c a t­ 
alogues them where they belong. 
The child labor a m e n d ­ 
ment to the constitution finally w as catalogued in the sam e 
manner as labor legislation and not as child labor restric­ 
tion. 
With reference to the 8-hour law for women, the w o m an ’s 
party points to the fact that eight hours for men is merely a 
basis as to wages and not a restriction of the number of 
hours they can work, while the 8-hour day for women would 
prohibit work more than that number of hours, regardless 
of the disposition of the woman to work longer and get more 
money. 
Mrs. Frances Roberts of New York referred to a law pro­ 
hibiting waitresses working after 10 at night. 
4‘If anyone can explain why it is more detrimental to the 
health and morals of a woman to serve food than it is to sit 
at a table and eat it after 10 at night, 1 wish they would,” 
»he said. 
“ You c a n ’t legislate women out of restaurants or 
m ak e them go to bed at a certain hour each night. 
‘‘The men don’t care about protecting the waitress. They 
want tç prevent her working after 10 because it is after that 
the work is the lightest and the tips are the heaviest. 
The 
men m ake more in four hours than the girls do in eight. 
There are plenty of jobs not affecte d by socalled ‘protective’ 
legislation, but they are jobs the men don’t want, such as 
nursing, scrubbing and telephone switchboard operating.” 
There you have it from the national woman's party. They 
do not w’ant to be protected.
